the students at the Prora yP 3chool received infantry train- 
ing, including street and house-to-house fighting, and 

arms training. +he following wespons were used for training 
purposes: 7.65=<mn pistols; pistols, model 083; carbines, 
model 98x; submachine guns; light machine guns, model 42; 


heavy machine guns, model 08; and 1C0-nm howitzers. Theoretical 


instruction was also given on tanks. 


Motor vehicles used at the school included six Horch trucks} 
two Opel trucks; three commend cars; one jeep of Us origin; 
six passenger cars consisting of three Opels, one six-seater 
Horch, one “fiat and one BMW; and two motorcycles. 


The Prora yP school had five target ranges for small arms. 
Civilians were forced to vacate Mukran (N 55/P 87) because 
the ares was to be turned into an artillery range. 


A marine police unit of 150 men was also stationed on the 
Prora ye school premises. 


The following Grenzpolizeikommandos, coming from saxony, hed 
been stationed on auesen Island:
